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Regan Files Suit Against 
School Trio For $430,000

Former Assistant Supt. of Schools Edward P. Regan has 
filed suit in U.S. District Court, Boston, citing three school 
committee members with conspiracy and violation of civil 
rights and seeking $150,000 in damages from each, the 
TOWNSMAN learned Monday. 

The suit, filed in Federal Court in Boston this week through 
Regan’s counsel, Atty. Carmine W. DiAdamo, names John G. 
Wragg, George F. Olesen and John F. Lyons, now or formerly 
with the school committee, in violation of civil rights and con- 
spiracy in connection with his failure to be reappointed assis- 
tant superintendent of schools. 

Regan, now in California, claims in the suit to have suf- 
fered personal damage in his reputation through their actions 
in not reappointing him, and in his ability to obtain employ- 
ment. 

Olesen, Wragg and Lyons are named in the suit as members 
of the school committee on April 10, 1974, when Regan’s reap- 
pointment was on the agenda and they voted not to retain him 
as assistant superintendent. The suit further notes that the 
trio conspired at illegal secret meetings to carry out the vote 
and failed to provide Regan with a hearing or offer reasons 
for his dismissal. 


The suit sets forth that 
Olesen, Lyons and Wragg were 
all duly elected members of the 
school committee at the time 
the actions cited took place. 

Cited is a meeting prior to the 
April 3 meeting of the 
defendants at which time it was 
decided not to re-elect Regan to 
the position of assistant 
superintendent. At that 
meeting, the suit alleges, no 
complaints had been lodged 
against Regan nor had the 
superintendent of schools been 


informed of any action to be 
taken. 


The suit stated that the 


procedure in Andover for elec- 
tion of re-election of 
professional personnel is that 
the superintendent would 
prepare recommendations. 

On April 3, such a recommen- 
dation had been made and the 
plaintiff (Regan) had a perfor- 
mance rating as generally ex- 
cellent. 

At an April 3 lawfully 
declared executive session, per- 
sonnel to be acted upon at an 
April 10 meeting were discuss- 
ed with the superintendent. 
“The defendants declined to 
read the superintendent’s 
evaluation and informed the 
superintendent that the plain- 
tiff’s job was in jeopardy,”’ the 
suit states. 

The Court action recites that 
the three school board 
members held unlawful 
meetings on April 4, 6 and 10, 
without the plaintiff’s 
knowledge and at these 
meetings ‘‘conspired to insure

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Shawsheen Parents 


A group of Shawsheen 
parents are awaiting a response 
to school and town officials 
regarding possible busing of 
children through Shawsheen 
square as the safest measure 
for youngsters going to and 
from the Shawsheen school. 

Four Carisbrooke street 
mothers have expressed con- 
cern, not only about the safety 
of their children crossing the 
busy and dangerous intersec- 
tion at peak traffic hours, but 
also the condition of bridges 
over the Shawsheen river in the 
Shawsheen area. 

Mrs. Barbara Loughner, Mrs. 
Patricia Mirisola, Mrs. Ann 
Mirisola and Mrs. Linda 
Kolaski, all have discussed the 
safety problems with police and 
other local officials. 

The problem arose a few 


weeks ago when two early mor- 
ning accidents and a house 
break necessitated the police 
officer on duty assisting 
youngsters crossing the square, 
to be called away. 

While the condition has not 
happened since, the mothers 
are concerned that the 
possibility exists that the 
square can be unattended due to 
understandable emergency 
calls. 

They say that conferences 
with police officials have in- 
dicated that while a police of- 
ficer is assigned there in the 
morning hours, there is no way 
to assure his presence. If 
emergencies arise the officer 
must be assigned to more 
pressing duties. 

Due to the setup of the square 
and its dangerous nature, a

woman crossing guard has not 
been assigned to duty there, the 
mothers said they have been 
told. 

There are 78 youngsters who 
cross the square daily, the 
group reports. 

The mothers report they were 
informed to tell their 
youngsters that if an officer is 
not there to return to their 
homes, or wait for an officer or 
someone from the school to 
come and assist them. 

This presents further 
problems, the mothers note, in- 
dicating youthful impatience 
could lead to accidents on the 
one hand and returning home 
may not be a solution, since in 
some cases, both parents are 
working and the youngsters will 
be returning to a vacant house.

House was built between 1670 
and 1673, is probably the oldest 
home in Andover. The original 
property was a 60 acre farm ex- 
tending down to the Shawsheen 
River. 

The home was built by Sea 
Captain Thomas Chandler for his 
daughter, Hanna, who married 
Captain Daniel Bigsby. Original- 
ly the house consisted of four 
rooms with a lean-to; two down- 
stairs rooms and two upstairs. In

four more rooms. The present 
dining room was the early 
kitchen and the horizontal wood 
paneling is original. The 
fireplace which is also the 
original brick, is of particular 
interest. A unique ‘‘coffin chair”’ 
opening exists at one end, it ac- 
comodated a wodden wing chair 
for extra warmth. 

The original house was built 
using ‘Indian wall’’ construc- 
tion. This consisted of a brick 
wall between the wooden inside 
paneling and outside clapboards. 
This makes excellent insulation 
even today. 

On the ajoining property, Sea 
Captain Thomas Chandler’s 
brother built a house which is 
presently located at the end of 
the street called Chandler 
Circle. At that time Chandler 
Road extended to South

Babysitter’s Course Begins 


Andover Junior High School 
pupils will have the opportunity 
to register for the American Red 
Cross Babysitter’s course in the 
guidance offices at East and 
West Junior Highs, and at St. 
Augustine’s School, September 
22 to 26. 

Specific information regarding 
time, meeting place and 
program content is available in 
the guidance offices. 

The course, which includes 
discussion, films, speakers, and 
practical training, is open to all 
seventh, eighth and ninth grade 
pupils who are interested in 
becoming qualified, certified 
babysitters. Registration is 
limited and will be conducted on 
a first-come, first-served basis. 

The babysitter’s course is cer- 
tified by the American Red 
Cross and is conducted by 
members of the Andona Society.

(Four guidance counselors at- 
tend to the needs of all of An- 
dover High’s 1500 pupils, and 
college admissions is only one 
part of their jobs). 

However, Perry says that the 
townspeople seem to want a 
college night every year, and 
plans are in the works for one 
next fall.

students an opportunity to re- 
quest a list of colleges, oc- 
cupational information, a 
college admissions guide, and 
the like. Those who did respond 
are receiving the information by 
mail now. 

The College Admissions Guide 
is a much enlarged revision of a 
former guide, that was 
developed over the summer. 

It includes information on 
college application procedures, 
career planning, student loans, 
the service academies, financial 
aid, college board test schedules, 
and a four-year plan that helps 
students plan ahead for college 
beginning in the ninth grade. 

While actual college 
matriculation is still a year off, 
early decision applications to 
some schools are due as early as 
Nov. 1, and regular applications 
are generally due soon after the 
beginning of the year. 

Mrs. Campobasso says they 
encourage pupils to bring their 
applications in as early as possi- 
ble to avoid the year-end rush.

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Can A Crisis Be Averted In Andover 


The current contract negotiations between the Andover 
Education Association and the Andover School Committee remain in 
a serious state. We feel it is time to apprise the citizens of 
Andover of this fact. Because agreement had not been reached on 
a contract for the 1975-76 school year, the teachers of Andover 
unanimously voted to begin this year by working to the letter of 
last year's collective bargaining agreement rather than by taking 
more severe action. This means that we will do no more than what 
is contractually agreed to. For many years Andover teachers have 
traditionally spent many hours beyond the school day in order to 
maintain a high level of instructional excellence. Now teachers 
are reporting 15 minutes before school opens and leaving no later 
than 30 minutes after school ends. The implications of this 
are many. The following are some examples: 


1. Many clubs, activities, and mini-courses which teachers 
voluntarily offered to students have not been started 
and will not begin until the contract is settled. 


2. Teachers are no longer meeting before and after school 
for team or grade-level coordination. 


3- Development of teacher-designed materials to supple- 
ment instruction has necessarily been curtailed. 


4. Teachers have had to reduce preparation time to correlate 
with stipulated contract hours. 


5. Student-teacher interaction outside the formal classroom 
setting has been severely limited. 


6. Teachers are available to parents only during the 
contract hours. 


To those of us in the classroom, it is apparent that 
working strictly to the letter of the contract is directly 
affecting the education of our young people. We regret that 
we have had to resort to this measure. However, this is at 
least the fourth year in a row that we have gone back to work 
without a contract settlement. No other surrounding community 
has this unenviable track record. 

Each year contract negotiations have taken more and more 
time, effort, and energy from the teaching processe Since 
November, 1974, hundreds of hours have been spent trying to 
reach an agreement. We would hope that the School Committee 
recognizes that the attention of the professional staff cannot 
be fully directed towards education while this contract dispute 
continues. ,

For the past five years it

An Open Letter To Dr. Griggs, Chairman 


The parents of Andover are go- 
ing to be polled by the school 
department to determine in- 
terest in establishing a 
traditional school pilot program 
in Andover public schools. A 
renewed interest in the 
traditional form of education has 
been evidenced all across the na- 
tion. In the Cupertino, Palo Alto, 
San Geronimo, and Pasadena 
school districts in California, and 
at Jefferson County, Colorado 
(near Denver), Charlotte, North 
Carolina, Minneapolis, 
Minnesota and Long Beach on 
Long Island, traditional school 
programs have been established. 
Other such fundamental alter- 
native schools are in the planning 
stages in Cincinnati, Prince 
Georges County, Maryland and 
Broward County, Florida. 

Many Andover parents may 
wonder exactly what constitutes 
a traditional program. The 
traditional program developed 
by Andover parents is postulated 
on the belief that the primary 
duty of the public schools should 
be to prepare children for a 
productive life as responsible 
citizens in a free and competitive 
society, and to give them the 
basic tools they will need 
whereby they can continue to 
learn. The aim of the program is 
to place greater emphasis on 
development and mastery of 
basic skills in a_ traditionally 
structured, self contained 
classroom. 

The program recognizes the 
importance of other aspects of a 
child’s development but asserts 
that limitations of time prevent 
the school from achieving: 
satisfactory results in too many 
areas. It places a greater respon- 
sibility on the parents to stress 
the social and psychological 
development of the ‘‘whole’’ 
child, and requests that the 
school puts its emphasis on seek- 
ing proficiency in academic 
skills. 

The program provides con- 
tinuity throughout the elemen- 
tary school years. Specific goals 
andteurriculum are defined at 


each grade level. The teacher 
sets the pace and content of 
material to be covered based on 
the belief that most children are 
too inexperienced to know what 
they need to learn. 

Proponents of the traditional 
concept believe that although we 
are living in times of great 
change, the best way we can 
prepare for this is to teach the 
basics thoroughly and to reaffirm 
time-tested truths and values. 
With everything else in a state of 
flux, schools should com- 
municate stability, order, and 
sound tradition while preparing 
our children for responsible 
adulthood. 

Later success of the pupil in 
our competitive society greatly 
depends on how well he can read 
with comprehension, write with 
clarity, compute accurately, 
reason logically and understand 
our national heritage and form of 
government. Insight and facility 
in these areas opens a new vista 


of understanding based on 
knowledge and wisdom. 

There are those who will say 
that many of the above goals are 
identical or parallel to the goals 
and objectives of Andover’s pre- 
sent program of instruction. That 
may be true, however, the big 
difference is in methods, 
emphasis and underlying 
philosophy. The present Andover 
program of open education is es- 
sentially a progressive school 
plan which is inherently student 
and experienced centered. The 
underlying philosophy asserts 
that ‘‘each child should be allow- 
ed to investigate the problems 
that most interest him through a 
medium with which he feels most 
comfortable. He should be allow- 
ed to progress at his own rate and 
to organize his. learning ex- 
periences in his own way.” 
Traditional teaching stresses 
‘‘academic disciplines, the order- 
ly structure of knowledge and 
course content.’’ The differences 
are basic because the two points 
of view are mutually exclusive. 

Some differences between 
progressive education and 
traditional education are ob- 


vious. Other differences are | 
more subtle but none the less real . 


and tend to significantly impede 
or enhance educational develop- 
ment depending on the learning 
style of each individual student.

An Experienced 
Mediator 


The selection of Robert B. McIntyre as school com- 
mitteeman to fill the vacancy caused by the resignation 
of John F. Lyons would appear to be an excellent move. 


The election by the combined school committee and . 


selectmen Monday night, brings to the board a man ex- 
perienced in educational matters as well as work with 
the school committee. 


McIntyre served on the Andover school committee 
from 1960 to 1963, in a period when Andover’s school 
system was in turmoil through actions of the school 
committee, a time not unlike the present. 


In his election this week, he has already effected a un- 
animity in the board he was chosen to serve - something 
which has occurred rarely on major issues during the 
past five years. 

The new member of the school committee brings to 
that board experience as a parent of students in the An- 
dover system, present activity in the educational field 
as a teacher in Melrose and a former teacher at An- 
dover high school and administrative purview from the 
standpoint of a school board member here for three 
years. 

His election to the board in 1960, we recall, brought to 
the committee a mediating force. Two members of that 
board were of one persuasion, while two others were op- 
posed. McIntyre’s election resulted in benefits to the 


Wither‘(ing) 
America 


It was an eerie sight. 

For those who watched the television cameras zoom 
in on Air Force One Monday night at Andrews Air Force 
Base, and watched President and Mrs. Ford alight, 
there was a feeling of gratitude - - yet a tenseness know- 
ing that for the second time in 17 days the life of the 
nation’s Chief Executive had been jeopardized. 

And, it brought back alarmingly a scene of a dozen 
years ago when this same Air Force One taxied into the 
glare of television lights and the scene was tragically 
different. . 

There was a young widow and a brother, accom- 
panying a casket containing John F. Kennedy, the vic- 
tim of an assassin’s bullet which found its mark. 

We vowed as a nation, that such a scene would never 
be repeated. We would act to prevent such tragedy from 
marring our land - - where its people pride themselves 
on their freedoms. 

Yet the courts remain liberal in their judicial 
behavior, radicals roam our streets freely and a per- 
missive society fails to remember the tragedy of Dallas 
in November of 1963. 

We do not profess to have the answers. 

But we also recall vividly a shoe-pounding peasant 
who rose to world leadership warning that America 
would bury itself. That was the prediction of Nikita 
Krushchev issued at a meeting before the United 
Nations in New York several years ago. 

And, we laughed and scoffed at his dire and 
foreboding predictions. 

There is hardly a snicker to be tolerated as we view 
the events of this past week. 


school system, in our opinion, based on the fact that his 
vote, which often decided an issue was never assured to 
either side, and made only in what he considered to be 
the best interests of the school system. 

The issues were different then, more politically 
oriented, than at present when educational philosophy is 
at issue. 

We view Mclntyre’s mediating efforts as being 
beneficial to the present school committee composition 
and an effort to get on with the job of providing an 
education for Andover youngsters, rather than a forum 
to vent parental feelings. 

He can also probably bring some harmony between 
the board and the professional staff, although, based on 
his track record, we would advise the teachers they 
receive no assurance of sympathetic ears to their 
desires necessarily. 

Most significant in the election of McIntyre to the 
school board is the fact that the selectmen offered the 
board its choice of filling the vacancy, and they were 
able to strike a chord of unanimity. 

While we do not foresee unanimous votes becoming 
the order of the day for school board sessions 
henceforth, the fact that the school committee itself 
made the choice indicates they now have a member 
with whom they can work, and that, in itself, should 
bode well for the town. 


The Library Land 


While having some hesitancy, we somewhat reluc- 
tantly concur with the observations of the selectmen 
and finance committee and lend our support toward the 
acquisition of the theater property for parking and 
possible future expansion of Memorial Hall library. 

Our hesitancy is based on a premise that Andover 
somehow always seems to be in a position of a crash 
program for purchase of property to protect its in- 
terests. 

In view of the fact that funds are being provided 
through balances in land acquisitions accounts and the 
taxpayers will not be further burdened, the purchase 
seems agreeable, although we feel the price is still too 
steep for a questionably saleable property. 

Not too many years ago this same property was 
available to the town for $80,000. At the October town 
meeting the town will be asked to spend upwards of 
$161,000 for the same property. 

This parcel, like the property upon which the public 
safety center sits, is not one which might be considered 
easily saleable, yet the town of Andover is to become 
another economic salvation through purchase of proper- 
ty desirable to the town primarily. 

_ The public safety center was built on the former Tyer 
Rubber warehouse, ultimately torn down for construc- 
tion of the municipal facility after purchase. 

These are the matters which bother us as we afford 
our support to the library proposal. | 

We can recognize the need for protection of the 
Memorial Hall library, as well as providing some park- 
ing for its patrons. 

We feel the property is valuable to the town, but 
would have preferred the price at the $80,000 mark of a 
few years ago. 

We do realize it may be the last time such property 
will be available and further recognize that, based on 
economic considerations, the price can only continue in 
one direction - - up. 

It is due to these facts that we feel ‘the town should 
acquire the property, but hopefully in the future, the 
town may better anticipate its needs and eliminate its 
position of having to obtain property under less than op- 
portune conditions, from an economic or negotiating 
standpoint.

Power Struggle in Democratic Party

WASHINGTON — “I don't 
belong to an organized political 
party,” the great comedian Will 
Rogers once said, “I’m a Demo- 
crat.” 

Rogers’ witty observation is 
still valid. No matter how hard 
they try, the Democrats just 
can’t seem to get along. 

On Capitol Hill, for example, a 
brutal power struggle is shaping 
up over a successor to House 
Speaker Carl Albert of 
Oklahoma. Albert hasn’t shown 
any signs of quitting, of course, 
but that hasn’t deterred some of 
his ambitious colleagues. 

The furor started when Rep. 
Richard Bolling of Missouri 
began spreading the word in the 
Democratic cloakrooms that he 
is a candidate for the Majority 
Leader's job, now held by Rep. 
Thomas “Tip” O'Neill of Massa- 
chusetts. 

Veteran Democrats took this 
as a signal that Albert was step- 
ping down and O'Neill was mov- 
ing up. Albert and Bolling are 
good friends, the pols reasoned, 
so Bolling would never talk 
about moving up in the House 
hierarchy without the Speaker's 
approval. 

Albert caught wind of the 
rumors and promptly issued a 
stern denial that he is planning 
to retire. Nevertheless, Tip 
O'Neill is quietly lining up sup- 
port for the Speaker's seat.

He's not the only one panting 
for the job. Rep. Phil Burton of 
California, chairman of the Dem- 
ocratic Caucus, and Rep. Wayne 
Hays of Ohio, chairman of the 
Administration Committee have 
let it be known that they want it, 
too. 

The upcoming Presidential 
elections will present the Demo- 
crats with still another oppor- 
tunity to display their three-ring 
political circus. Indeed, they've 
already begun tuning up their 
acts. 

Senator Birch Bayh of In- 
diana, for example, recently 
jumped into the Presidential 
arena and landed on some deli- 
cate toes. 

He has been pushing the oil 
issue and has proposed breaking 
up the major energy cartels. He 
has garnered a lot of publicity on 
the issue, and some of his col- 
leagues are grumbling that he is 
a Johnny-come-lately. 

Senators Gaylord Nelson of 
Wisconsin and Phil Hart of 
Michigan, for instance, have 
been working quietly on the oil 
question for years. They didn't 
appreciate it, say our sources, 
when Bayh began stealing their 
thunder. 

But no one was angrier than 
presidential rival Morris Udall, 
the Congressman from Arizona. 
He introduced legislation similar 
to Bayh’s last spring, but it went 


virtually unnoticed. 

The Democrats, in sum, man- 
aged to slice each other up in 
both 1968 and 1972, and thereby 
greased the skids for Richard 
Nixon. It’s beginning to look as if 
they might repeat the perfor- 
mance for Gerald Ford in 1976. 

Smoke Got In Their Eyes: 
Congressional lethargy on such 
critical issues as energy, health, 
and tax reform is legendary. But 
Congress can move, and swiftly, 
when there is a powerful special 
interest to please. 

The tobacco industry recently 


picked up a $50 million subsidy — 


in record time. While important 
national legislation languished 
in endless committee meetings, 
the tobacco bill zipped through 
Congress, bending the rules as it 
went. 

Rep. Walter Jones, D-N.C., 
started it all when he took the 
extraordinary measure of call- 
ing his Tobacco subcommitteee 
out of recess to act on the sub- 
sidy bill. 

Then in the full Agriculture 
Committeee, an important 
pesticides bill was put aside, and 
the subsidy quickly passed. One 
week later, the House passed the 
bill, after it was moved ahead of 
other legislation by unanimous 
consent. 

In the Senate, the charade of 
public hearings was disposed of 
on a technicality and the subsidy 
was whisked directly to the 
floor. It was passed by a voice 
vote on Yom Kippur. Only four 
Senators were present. 

The legislators who wer ada- 
mantly opposed to the subsidy 
had been told that no important 
legislation would be taken up on 
the Jewish holiday. 

President Ford and the 
Agriculture Department op- 
posed the bill, but the President 
will probably sign it into law 
anyway, sources say. It is ap- 


parently part of a iegislative 
horse trade the White House has 
made with Congress. 

So whether you are a smoker 
or not, a portion of your next tax 
bill will subsidize the tobacco in- 
dustry. 

Cuban Consumer: Since 
Gerald Ford moved into the 
White House, relations with Cuba 
have been slowly warming. 
Washington and Havana are not 
exactly kissing cousins yet, but 
things are definitely improving. 

Premier Fidel Castro, for ex- 
ample, has returned a few hi- 
jackers along with their booty. 
For its part, the United States 
has partially relaxed its 13-year- 
old economic embargo against 
Cuba. 

What's behind it all? Why does 
Fidel Castro even want friendly 
relations with a country that has 
ostracized him for over a 
decade? 

We've spoken to a number of 
intelligence sources, and to pro- 
minent people who have recently 
visited Cuba. They all say the 
same thing: Castro has little 
desire to sell sugar ot any other 
Cuban product to the United 
States. He wants to buy Ameri- 
can products. 

Castro is especially interested 
in medical supplies, beef and 
farm products. And he’s tired of 
the inferior vehicles he’s been 
getting from East European 
countries.

To the Editor of the TOWNSMAN 

A short letter of clarification is 
in order with regard to my open 
letter published recently regar- 
ding the student walkout at An- 
dover High School. 

After investigating the matter 
further, I find that the informa- 
tion I had obtained, and on which 
that letter was based, regarding 
the extent to which these 
students had utilized the normal 
grievance procedures, was sub- 
stantially inaccurate, or at least 
incomplete, and therefore my 
position must be modified. The 
princiote on which I stand is that, 

the normal grievance 
procedures have been utilized 
rae if an opportunity for 
reasonable negotiation has not 
been provided, then - and only 
then - the students are justified, 
in my opinion, in considering 
methods of non-violent 
demonstration in order to make a 
further call for effective action. 

However, it has been brought 
to my attention by the ad- 
ministration, by parents and by 
some of the students themselves 
that the young people involved 
did not effectively utilize the nor- 
mal grievance procedures prior 
to conducting their demonstra- 
tion.. The right to request a 
meeting with the administration 
to discuss grievances was not ex- 
ercised, the petition movement 
was not carried through to com- 
pletion, the Student Government 
was not requested to take action 
on the matter, and further possi- 
ble steps of contacting the 
Superintendent and/or the School 
Committee were not performed. 
Therefore, while the basic princi- 
ple on which my statement was 
made remains intact, I must say 
that, due to the lack of effective 
prior action by the students, I 
could not in good faith condone or 
support their decision to stage a 
walkout at that point in the 
process. In such a situation, I feel 
that prompt exercise of school 
rules te maintain order, 
providing that it is done in a way 
that helps the students to gain 
educational benefit from the ex- 
perience, is appropriate. (In fact, 
in my conversations, it appears 
that a number of students in- 
volved, in reviewing the incident, 
now feel that they cannot honest- 
ly fault the administration for its 
response to this situation and 


have come to look towards a 
more planned type of com- 
munication through the normal 
channels on this issue.) 

I would like to take this oppor- 
tunity to answer those in- 
dividuals who have stated, in rep- 
ly to my letter, that they deplore 
the rise in permissiveness in the 
name of protecting individual 
rights in the schools. My belief is 
that an essential part of the 
educational process is to teach 
our young people to respect 
authority and to be able to obey 
those rules of society which 
govern their lives. I also believe, 
however, that the educational 
process must teach our young 
people how to analyze the 
equitability of those rules and 
how to utilize the proper methods 
for bringing increased justice 
into the nature of those rules. It 
is through the dual effort of help- 
ing our young people to gain con- 
fidence in their ability to live 
within the system, while we help 
them to learn to implement their 
desire to improve that system, 
that we are going to produce a 
generation of adults who believe 
that it is worth getting involved 
in the struggle to improve the

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Tsongas

When the new and stricter 
energy bill was passed by the 
House of Representatives Tues- 
day, no one could have been 
happier than Fifth District 
Congressman Paul E. Tsongas. 

Tsongas had worked hard on 
the first bill, which was subse- 
quently vetoed by President 
Ford, and energy and oil price 
control are among his major 
concerns. 

Caught in his Lowell home 
between a factory tour and a 
fund-raising affair last 
weekend, Tsongas reminisced 
on his first year in Congress, 
and indicated his intentions of 
being there for many years to 
come. 

He appears to have slipped 
into the seat with the greatest 
of ease, and the work he has cut 
out for himself, he says, will 
take many terms. > 

Despite a fairly low publicity 
profile in his home district, he 
has also emerged as one of the 
leaders of the ‘‘freshman”’ con- 
gressional class, and is one of 
those most often called by the 
Washington press corps when 
they’re trying to take 
Congress’s temperature on a 
particular issue. 


Wondered 
About Style 


When he was an intern 
Congressman Brad Morse’s of- 
fice some years back, Tsongas 
recalls that he was disap- 
pointed in the caliber of many 
of the congressman he met. 

“‘T knew I could handle the job 
as well as most of them could,” 
he says, but spoke to the 
effervescent Morse, a Lowell 
Republican, about his reluc- 
tance. 

“T’m quiet,’ Tsongas says, 
“not very gregarious,” and I 
wondered if my style could ever 
succeed in politics. 

Morse replied that every good 
politician learns to be himself. 

“If you come across aS you 
are,” Morse told him, ‘‘people 
will respond to you.”’ 

Tsongas did jump into politics 
and, he says, ‘‘we haven’t lost 
so far.”’ 

A Democrat, he was 
Middlesex County Com- 
missioner when he defeated in- 
cumbent Andoverite Paul 
Cronin in the Congressional 
race last November. 

He will be the first to admit 

that that victory surprised a lot 
of people, but he lost no time in 
making his own niche in 
Washington. 
_ He has opened three offices in 
his district, serving Greater 
Lowell, Greater Lawrence and 
the Minutemen towns, and ex- 
pects that eventually some 16 of 
his total staff of 20 will be in 
this area. 

‘“‘We’re much more district- 
intensive than in the past,’’ he 
says. 

Cutting back of the 
Washington staff is possible 
because of the number of 
volunteers and interns there - 
as many as 13 at once. 

“The word around The Hill,”’ 
a Tsongas side says, “‘is that 
it’s a good office to work in.” 


Gives Aides 
Responsibility 


Tsongas admits that he gives 
the aides a lot of responsibility, 
and that they have had an im- 
pact on him in many areas. 

Interns changed his mind on 
amnesty, for instance, and they 
did much of the legwork when 
he was trying to save the Cam- 
bridge Research Labs at 


eee 


Hanscom Air Force Base in 
Bedford. (Tsongas, along with 
Senators Ted Kennedy and 
Edward Brooke obtained a 
successful review of plans to 
relocate the labs to New Mex- 
ico. Keeping them here saved 
the district more than 500 jobs 
and millions of dollars in con- 
tracts. ) 

Interns also did much of the 
research leading up to a current 
Tsongas proposal to locate a 
federal solar energy research 
center nearby. 

Originally, Tsongas said, it 
was felt that such a center 


would go to Florida, Texas or — 


New Mexico - - still the prime 
competitors. However, he says 
the National Academy of 
Sciences determined that the 
number one criteria for the $5 
million center is not sun power 
but brain power and, Tsongas 
says, more than any other spot 
in the country, we have that. 


Seeks ERTA 
Facility — 


New England is presently the 
only area without an ERTA 
facility, (Energy Research and 
Development Administration), 
he goes on, and Massachusetts 
is most in need of non-fossil 
fuel, 

In terms of future economic 
growth, Tsongas adds, the state 
has to get hold of its financial 
and energy problems. “If we 
had both energy and economic

stability,’’ he says, ‘‘there 
would be no stopping us.’ 


While his Washington office 
handles the ‘“‘issue oriented” 
mail, letters involving constitu- 
tent problems is referred to the 
district offices. Most of the 
former are also concerned with 
energy and conservation. 

Tsongas says that he gets sur- 
prisingly few visits from Fifth 
District visitors in Washington - 
maybe three or four families a 
week - but finds them rather 
welcome when they occur. 

“It gives me a sense,’ he 
says, “‘that there’s a home back 
there.”’ 

On his trips home, he has con- 
ducted ‘‘Tell It To Your 
Congressman’’ sessions in 19 of 
the 24 towns he represents, and 
credits Andover with one of the 
best turnouts. 


Job Resources 
Top Effort 


He plans to get to them all 
this year and then start all over 
again. 

One of Tsongas’s pet 
achievements is the establish- 
ment of a Job Resources Sec- 
tion to assist Fifth District 
economic development. 

While he admits that a 
Congressman’s ability to bring 
in new business is limited - - 
companies make that bottom 
line decision based on 
economics - - he says he can 
help existing companies with 


their problems, help them ex- 
pand, and keep them from mov- 
ing out. He has recently helped 
Ideal Tape and Commodore 
Food in that respect, and helped 
get AVCO some needed funds. 
His office also acted as a 
catalyst in a compromise on the 
North Canal development plans 
in Lawrence, and in freeing 
HUD funds for rehabilitation in 
the Arlington district of 
Lawrence. 


Of even more interest here, 
they helped persuade North An- 
dover officials not to halt work 
on the Greater Lawrence 


Sanitary District treatment 
plant. 

While no congressman was 
responsible for actually bring- 
ing Hewett-Packard here, he 
says he has met with H-P of- 
ficials and offered his office’s 
services. 


In fact, he hopes to visit as” 


many Fifth District Companies 
as he can, and he may be able to 
help Baird Atomic, which he 
toured Saturday, because of his 
slot on the Banking and Curren- 
cy Committee. 

_ Tsongas says he is begin- 
ning to ‘‘specialize”’ in the area 
of international trade and 
finance, and Baird will need 
help because it is expanding 
overseas. : 


He says it would take him at 
least three terms to be the third 
most knowledgeable man in 
Congressman on international 
trade, but that it would be a 


‘‘very valuable position’”’ to be 
in, 


Settles In Quietly 


Energy Of 
Great Concern 


His other committee assign- 
ment, on Interior and Insular 
Affairs, puts him right in the 
middle of another special con- 
cern - - energy. One of his early 
amendments was for a 
minimum fuel mileage stan- 
dard for government vehicles. 


His position as a freshman 
leader was earned early in the 
summer, after a series of 
Presidential vetoes of major 
legislation. 

There had been no leadership 
of the freshmen, Tsongas ex- 


plains, and after an override of 
the Presidential veto of 
emergency job legislation fail- 
ed, the freshmen were 
‘‘furious.’’ 

Tsongas was included in the 
first meeting of disgruntled 
freshmen, and before he knew 
it was drafted to leadership in 
the ‘“rebellion.’’ He acted as 
spokesman when the group met 
with House Speaker Carl 
Albert. 

Tsongas particularly made 
headlines at that time by refus- 
ing to go on CBS-TV’s morning 
news because ‘“‘I didn’t want the 
publicity.” 

Tsongas said his colleagues 
couldn’t believe it and his own 
press aide ‘‘almost turned in his 
resignation.” . 

The leadership role turned 

out to be a rather self-. 
sustaining one, however, as 
Tsongas says is often called by 
the Washington press corps for 
statements and his constantly 
getting exposure. 
Tsongas describes his 
freshman group as ‘‘good 
guys,’’ generally liberal 
philosophically, but conser- 
vative in bureaucrolic expan- 
sion and budget control. 


Thinks Ford 
Beatable 


Tsongas says he thinks Presi- 
dent Ford is beatable in 1976, 
and adds that “‘it’s in New 
England’s intrerest to have him 
defeated,’’ because of his weak 
energy policies. 

In fact, Tsongas. adds, ‘I 
think it’s in the interest of any 
energy-starved area to have 
him out,’’ and he adds that the 
recent Durkin-Wyman race in 
New Hampshire proves that the 
President isn’t all that popular. 

‘Despite his obvious in- 
tegrity,”’ he says of Mr. Ford, 
“his policies hurt him.” 

Tsongas feels - the President 
takes his foreign policy from 
Secretary of State Kissinger, 
“but I don’t know where his 
domestic policies come from.”’ 

Tsongas predicts that Ford 
will be strong coming out of the 
Republican National Conven- 
tion, but that once he’s ‘‘one on 
one’’ with an opponent, it will 
be downhill until election day. 

Tsongas said further predicts 
that the Democratic candidate 
will be ‘‘Humphrey or 
Kennedy,’’ though he says he’s 
“very impressed’”’ with Harris 
on a personal level, and thinks 
Udall ‘‘would be a very good 
president . . . with a great 
capacity to be reasonable.” 

As far as his own reelection is 
concerned, Tsongas believes 
that ‘‘If you’ve done your job 
the first year, the second year 
pretty much falls into place.” 

He says his office works ‘‘as 
well as any congressional office 
on The Hill,-and admits that 
‘“‘what you try to do is create a 
situation where no one would 
want to see you defeated.” 

He reflects on his projects, 
particularly his job resources 
section and smiles. ‘‘If all this 
works, it doesn’t really matter 
who runs against you.”’

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Selectmen, FinCom O.K. Library Land 


The selectmen and Finance 
Committee have agreed on sup- 
port of the major money items 
facing the voters at the Oct. 6 
town meeting, including ac- 
quisition of the Theater Proper- 
ty, so-called, on Essex street 
for the library. 

The Finance Committee had 
met a week ago and given ap- 
proval to the money items and 
the selectmen in rapid fashion 
Monday night added their 
stamp of approval, providing 
town meeting with agreeable 
reports on the major issues. 

Some of the selectmen had 
been hesitant to approve the 
library proposal until this week, 
when it was determined that 
only about $7,000 of available 
funds would be required to ob- 
tain the property. 

The remainder of the propos- 
ed $161,000 for obtaining the lots 
and theater building on Essex 
and Pearson streets, will come 
from funds remaining in other 
land acquisition accounts which 
can be applied to the purchase. 

Such acquisitions as property 
for new schools (Bancroft, High 
school, West elementary) and 
other municipal properties re- 
quiring expenditure of funds 
has been in accounts awaiting 
final disposition of the projects. 

These funds are now 
available and can be applied to 
the library property acquisi- 
tion. 


The property was available to 
the town several years ago ata 
cost of $80,000. Town meeting at 
that time rejected acquisition 
by failing to muster a two- 
thirds vote. The property was 
later sold and the building, 
formerly the Andover 
Playhouse theater, was 
renovated for offices. 

Now the building and lots sur- 
rounding it are available again 
and the Memorial Hall Library 
Trustees have emphasized the 
need for the additional land. 

The land would be utilized for 
parking and possible future ex- 
pansion of the library facility. 

The building itself has been 
mentioned for possible use by 
the library for storage. There 
also have been indications that 
portions of the building could be 
utilized by the state regional 
library service, for which the 
town would receive rental fees. 

(A drawing of the plots to be 
acquired appears on Page 
three). 

The second major financial 
item on the October agenda is 
the construction planning for 
improvements of the town’s 
water distribution system. This 
item has also been approved by 
both boards at a cost of $168,- 
000. 

The funds would be bonded up 
to a five year period, if ap- 
proved by the town meeting. 

Funds would be used to draw 


up plans and specifications to 
implement the town’s master 
plan for improvements to the 
water distribution system. 

Until this year, voters were 
asked to make annual ap- 
propriations of $100,000-$200,000 
to carry out improvements ac- 
cording to the master plan. 

This year it was decided to 
put off the annual expenditure 
at the annual town meeting in 
March and to come up with an 
overall plan for total implemen- 
tation. 

These funds will accomplish 
that purpose. 

Agreement has also been 
reached between the FinCom 
and selectmen on a $9,500 ap- 
propriation for purchase of 
equipment for the police 
department and $4,000 in unpaid 
bills. 

Several streets will be up for 
acceptance at the October ses- 
sion and have been approved by 
the selectmen. 

Other items in the 30-article 
warrant include some revisions 
of the fee schedule for building 
and electrical permits, con- 
sidering the additional inspec- 
tion services which must be 
provided by local offices. The 
inspections were formerly 
carried out by state agencies in 
some cases. 

Also the new fees will con- 
tinue the building inspection 
department on a self-sustaining

Parkhurst Area May 
Finally Be Finished 


Residents of the Parkhurst 
Development in West Andover 
may be getting some relief 
from an age-old problem of 
completing work on streets and 
drainage work. 

The selectmen Monday night, 
meeting with representatives of 
the A.J. Tambone Construction 
Co., the developers, came up 
with an agreement which would 
provide that the developers pay 
$18,500, the abutters, or proper- 
ty owners within the develop- 
ment, $14,000 and the town $4,- 
500 to put the property into 
acceptable condition. 

The plan, recommended by 
Town Manager J. Maynard 
Austin, now must be approved 
by the residents who will have 
to sign agreements and 
releases in order to have Tam- 
bone provide the $18,500 for 
finishing the project. 

The property, a subdivision 
involving some 75 house lots in 
the Rugers Road area of West 
Andover, has been a problem to 
the town and the residents since 
1968, 

Planning board approval of 
the subdivision at the time did 
not provide adequate bonding to 
have the property completed 
within the standards and 
regulations as set by the town. 

To adequately complete the 
project and have the streets 
prepared for acceptance by the 
town would require an es- 
timated expenditure of $37,000. 

The policy of the planning 
board at the time of approval of 
the subdivision was to withhold 


approval of lots pending com~ 
vv a wbletion of the, projectsatistae; 


tory to the town. This 
procedure is no longer followed. 

A bone was obtained later, 
totalling $13,500 to cover work, 
but this, too was inadequate and 
prior to present regulations 
which provide for higher bonds 
to properly cover the necessary 
work. 

Town Manager J. Maynard 
Austin and Chairman Milton 
Greenberg of the selectmen, in- 
formed Tambone_ represen- 
tatives and the residents of the 
area, that the work of the town 
in an effort to get the matter 
resolved was not a common 
practice. 

But the recemmended 
procedure of providing relief 
for the residents of the develop- 
ment and completion of the 
project was felt to be an 
equitable one. The developer 
and the town recognize their 
responsibilities and deficien- 
cies, and the residents are able, 
at a nominal cost to have their 
properties completed. 

While the Tambone firm 
hedged somewhat on the final 
cost, holding out for a time on 
the applying of costs to the un- 
developed lots, they finally 
agreed to put up the financing 
requested by the selectmen and 
town manager and as provided 
in the bond filed with the town. 

The residents, will be able to 
pay their portion of completing 
the project through betterment 
assessments, thus payment can 
be made over a 20 year period. 

Just what the cost would be is 
as yet undetermined, but the 
cost to the individuals could be 
up to $200.

therefor and to insure that the 
plaintiff would not be able to de- 
fend himself against any ac- 
cusations made or actions 
taken by the defendants to in- 
sure that the plaintiff would not 
receive the support of citizens, 
teachers or administrators in 
the Andover school system.” 

At a meeting on April 10, the 
school committee voted not to 
re-elect Regan and the defen- 
dants all voted against the 
plaintiff, the suit states. 

No reason was given in the 
statement informing Regan of 
the action. 

A public hearing was refused 
Regan and a hearing requested 
through petition of thousands of 
parents was also refused, the 
suit points out. 

Alleged in the suit is that ‘‘the 
defendants conspired to deny 
plaintiff of the benefit of es- 
tablished procedures for re- 
election to the Andover school 
system.” 

Regan was denied an oppor- 
tunity to correct a decision of 
the defendants based on mis- 
taken, false or non-existant 
facts and was unable to provide 
evidence of constitutionally im- 
permissable purposes, denied 
benefit of knowing where his 
performance failed to live up to 
expectations and. denied the 
support of citizens, teachers 
and administrators, in violation 
of federal and state laws; the 
suit contends. 

Cited as violations of Regan’s 
civil rights in the suit are:
